Corn referendum 
is November 25 


A simple majority vote will 
dictate future corn programs 


Poll shows that most lowa corn 
growers prefer the new program

HICH of two corn programs we'll 

have will be decided on Nov. 25. 
The program for all corn growers will be 
chosen by the commercial area growers 
who vote in the referendum 

It looks like the vote will be fairly light. 
The issues are clouded, except for those 
who would like to do away with all gov- 
ernment control programs 

lowa farmers tend to fall into three 
camps, according to Wallaces Farmer 
Polls and personal interviews. Just about 
a third favor doing away with all govern- 
ment controls. 

A second group, 20 to 25 percent, is 
generally in favor of government control 
programs. But they think the present 
program isn’t fair. They feel their allot- 
ment is too low, and that it favors big 
producers 


A third group, another 20 to 25 


percent, is strongly in favor of gov- 
ernment support and control pro- 
grams. This group, however, feels 
that the present program isn’t strict 
enough. 


Perhaps a fourth group should be men- 
tioned. From 10 to 25 percent put them- 
selves here, in the “undecided” camp. 
These folks either don’t feel strongly 
either way, or they haven’t yet made up 
their minds. 

Here’s what you'll be voting for on 
Nov. 25. The new plan, called Program 
No. 1, will be listed first on the ballot. 
Our present program, in effect for many 
years, will be called Program No. 2 on 
the ballot, and will be listed second. 


Program No. 1 

This is a new plan. It will eliminate 
acreage allotments on corn and the com- 
mercial corn area. 

You can grow all the corn you want to, 
and supports will be on the same basis 
for all producers in U. S. This will boost 
supports 10 to 20 cents in the non-com- 
mercial corn counties and states, and put 
them on an equal basis with farmers in 
the commercial corn area 

All corn grown will be eligible for a 


loan. It will be at 65 percent of parity, or 
at 90 percent of the average price for the 
previous 3 years—whichever is higher. 
The 3-year average figure will be higher 
for next year, around $1.08 in Iowa. 

Grain sorghum, oats, and barley will be 
supported at fair levels in relation to 
corn, considering feeding value, etc. 

There'll be no corn allotments to com- 
ply with to be eligible for conservation 
reserve payments 


Program No. 2 

This is our present program, based on 
laws passed in 1938 and amended in 1949. 
Under it, USDA sets corn allotments and 
supports each year, based on the corn 
supply. A commercial corn area is desig- 
nated each year. 

Only farms in the commercial area are 
assigned allotments. And only these 
farms are eligible for full price supports 
based on compliance with their allot- 
ments. Producers in the non-commercial 
area get supports at 75 percent of those 
in the commercial corn area 

Special non-compliance supports, 30 
cents below those for corn grown in com- 
pliance, have been offered by USDA for 
the last 3 years. They say they don’t plan 
to continue these supports, however, if 
producers vote to continue the present 
program. 

Price supports for corn grown in com- 
pliance may legally range from 75 to 90 
percent of parity. The outlook is for sup- 
ports at the minimum level for the fore- 
seeable future, however. 

This will put supports around $1.20 in 
Iowa next year. Allotments will be re- 
duced about 15 percent below this year. 
As in the past, you must comply with your 
allotment to get conservation reserve 
payments.

The support figures used in the poll 
gave a little advantage to Program No. 2 
The support for compliance corn listed 
was $1.36, versus $1.15 for all corn under 
the new program 

Recent revisions downward under the 
new parity formula now put the national 
average support minimum in the $1.24 
to $1.27 range. This means from $1.19 
to $1.22 in Iowa 


Benson Attitudes 


Farmers opinion of Secretary Benson 
didn’t affect their choice of corn pro- 
grams as much as expected. Here is how 
the groups with different attitudes toward 
Benson voted in the poll:

Those in each group who didn’t vote for 
either program said either they would 
stay home, or they were undecided. The 
“stay homes” were about the same in all 
four groups—from 16 to 19 percent. It’s 
a good bet that more than 19 percent 
won't bother to vote, however. 

There were fewer “undecideds” in the 
group who think Benson is doing a poor 
job—9 percent. Those who think he is 
doing a fair job had more undecided 
votes in the referendum question—21 
percent

The Ag Adjustment Center at Ames 
played host recently to what is likely to 
be the first of many national farm policy 
conferences at that institution. 

The 5-day meeting drew scholars from 
30 land grant colleges, plus several from 
other universities. Funds recently grant- 
ed the Center by Kellogg Foundation 
make it possible to hold more meetings 
of the same type. 


Main value of such a conference 
is in the cross fertilization of ideas. 
Speeches made represented the think- 
ing of the nation’s top scholars on 
farm problems. 


One speaker pointed out that the av- 
erage per capita net income of farm peo- 
ple was only 52 percent of the income re- 
ceived by non-farm dwellers in 1950. By 
1957, farm incomes dropped to 47 percent 
of city incomes. 

This is the goal of agricultural adjust- 
ment—to find ways for farm people to 
earn incomes equal to those enjoyed by 
the rest of the economy 

Two USDA researchers said that sup- 
plies of farm products are likely to con- 
tinue to exceed demand, especially during 
the next 10 years. They said we may have 
one-third fewer farms in 1975 than in 
1954. 


Corn Referendum 


W* WISH we were wise enough to tell 
you how to vote in the corn referen- 
dum on Nov. 25. The conflicting angles of 
the issue are hard to add up, however 


There are both short run and long run 
onsiderations. For the short run, you’re 
simply voting to either keep or do away 
with allotments, and about 12 cents dif- 
ference in price supports 

Even with the small incentive to com- 
ply with allotments, the difference in 
gross returns under the two programs is 
small. We used a 160 acre farm, with 80 
acres of corn, and a 50 acre corn allot- 
ment. Average yields for lowa crops this 
year were applied to $1.20 for compli- 
ance corn, $.90 for non-compliance corn, 
$1.90 for soybeans, and $1.08 for corn 
under the new plan 

Under the present program, with 50 
acres in allotted corn, and the other 30 
in beans, the 80 would gross $5,407. If 
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the recent non-compliance loan were con- 
tinued at similar levels, the 80 would 
gross $4,608 if all put in corn. 

The 80 would gross $5,529 if all put in 
corn under the new program. New hy- 
brid sorghums push the scale a little in 
favor of the present program. So the dif- 
ference in returns for 1959 crops under 
the two plans are not great. 

3ut how about the long run? The pro- 
posed support based on 90 percent of the 
moving 3-year price is bound to slide 
downward. Even if the 65 percent of 
parity minimum sticks, the differences 
between support levels under the two 
plans will run around 18 cents. 

On the other hand, many people are 
disgusted with the present program. It 
hasn't been able to control production 
The allotments are unpopular. Good al- 
ternative crops have sabotaged it. 

So it looks like a tossup to us.

Hall of Fame in lowa? 


HE SITE for the proposed Agricul- 

tural Hall of Fame probably will be 
chosen this month. Hundreds of locali- 
ties put in their bid, but they have been 
narrowed down to 21. 

Two Iowa locations are still on the list 
Iowa looks like the logical spot for the 
museum to us. Centrally located, we lead 
the nation in the production of hogs, 
eggs, fed cattle, and corn 

At least 200 acres is needed for the 
Hall of Fame. Plans call for 20 to 35 
acres for a central core of buildings. Typ- 
ical farmsteads of each era will be erected 
around this core of museum buildings. 

Beyond the farmsteads, typical crops 
will be grown in the manner of the farm- 
ing era represented. Livestock will be in- 
cluded, too. 

The Hall of Fame is being geared to 
handle 5,000 visitors a day 
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DICK SEIM joins our staff with this 
issue.

Let’s look more closely at 
this. Assume you have $40,000.

ACP announces 


program for 59 


Higher payments for contouring; 
stress development of watersheds 


y7EW MAJOR changes have 

been made in the agricul- 
tural conservation program for 
1959. Special emphasis will be 
given to developing community 
watershed programs. 

“We're asking the county 
committees to direct more at- 
tention to watershed projects,” 
says Dewey Cornell, program 
specialist. “This is one of the 
best phases of our program— 
but it hasn’t been getting 
enough attention.” 


Maximum cost-share bene- 
fits for an individual not in- 
cluded in a pooling arrange- 
ment is $2,500. But by sign- 
ing a pooling agreement, an 
individual may draw up to 
$10,000. 


Construction of a commun- 
ity watershed project is an ex- 
ample of a pooling agreement. 
Or it might be a tiling or sod 
waterway project. Folks in a 
community must work together 
to improve area conservation 

One new provision added to 
next year’s program will affect 
some counties which have been 
active in the ACP program 

Five practices that were 
dropped in 1958 may be avail- 
able again. These practices in- 
clude well digging, brush clear- 
ing, short term grass, land lev- 
eling for surface drainage, and 
legumes for green manure and 
erosion control. 


If a county committee in- 
cluded these practices in its 
1957 county program, they 


may be utilized again next year. 
But if the practices weren't 
a part of the county’s 1957 pro- 
gram, they will not be author- 
ized in 1959. 

Cornell points out that soil 
tests are required for limestone 
and fertilizer practices. Cost- 
sharing benefits are available 
only when the fertilizer and 
lime applications are based on 
tests. 


These cost-share_ rates 
were reduced some for next 
year. New rates are 4% 
cents per pound of avail- 
able phosphate and 2'2 
cents for potash.

Use of bulk fertilizer by many 
Iowa folks caused a lowering 
of the cost-share rate. 

Lots of interest is expected 
in the limestone practice re- 
garding the use of legumes and 
grasses for soil improvement 
Big advantage here is that you 
won’t have to seed the ground 
before 1960 

For example, you may lime 
the ground now and grow corn 
on it in 1959. Then, you can 
complete your contract’ by 
seeding a legume crop in 1960. 

Federal cost-sharing for tree 
planting is increased. The pay- 
ments were raised to match 
those now being offered in the 
conservation reserve portion of 
the soil bank. 

Cost-sharing for _ establish- 
ment of a stand of trees or 
shrubs on farmland is 80 per- 
cent of the cost of the trees or 
shrubs per This figure 
cannot be over $55 per acre. 


acre 


Rates for contouring were 
increased for 1959, too. 
Folks can be paid $1.50 per 
acre now for contouring 
their land. Cost-share rate 
last year was $1 per acre. 


A new system of cost-sharing 
construction of erosion control 
dams has been set up. For con- 
crete dams, the government will 
pay 60 percent of the cost, or 
not over $40 per cubic yard of 
concrete. 

A different rate is now of- 
fered for rubble masonry dams 
(rocks set in concrete). These 
will be cost-shared at the rate 
of 60 percent of the cost of the 
masonry, and not more than 
$24 per cubic yard. 

In some instances, a farmer 
can receive payments thru both 
ACP and conservation reserve 
according to Cornell. 


Construction of sod _ water- 
ways is an example. The ACP 
will provide cost-sharing for 
the construction of waterways 
and the conservation reserve 
will cost-share the seeding. 


Iowa ranks second in the na- 
tion in total funds allotted for 
1959 with $9,683,000.

A NEW SOYBEAN variety has

central and south central lowa 

Ford is the name given to 
the new variety. Early tests in- 
dicate that Ford will out per- 
form most varieties being used 
in central Iowa now. 

“We consider Ford an im- 
proved replacement for Lin- 
coln in both the north 
central and south central 
areas,” says Charles R. Web- 
er, crops specialist at Iowa 
State College 
Weber points out some com- 

parisons between Ford and other 
common varieties 

1. Ford outyields Adams and 
Lincoln by an average of more 
than 2% bushels per acre. It 
ranks just below the yield aver- 
age of Clark 

2. Maturity is one day earlier 
than Lincoln, 7 days earlier than 
Clark, and 2 days later than 
Adams. 

3. Ford lodges slightly less 
than Adams, Lincoln, and Clark 
It is about the same in height 

4. It has about the same 
amount of oil and protein con- 
tent as Lincoln and Clark. The 
oil content is slightly lower 
than that of Adams. 

The yields look especially 
good with this new variety. In 
49 tests conducted in north, 
central, and southern Iowa, Ford 
averaged 37.1 bushels per acre 
Competing varieties, Adams and 
Lincoln, averaged 34.1 and 34.7 
respectively. 

Average yield was up 
still more on 28 test plots 
in central and southern 
Iowa. These plants aver- 
aged 38.2 bushels per acre. 
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Only Clark was higher with 

an average of 39.4. 

With normal planting dates, 
Ford should do the best job 
in central Iowa. 

Consider it as full-season in 
north central Iowa. In _ the 
southern part of the state, tho, 
rate Ford as mid-season to early 

“Our results indicate that 
Ford can be grown successfully 
in the southern two-thirds of 
the state,” says Weber “Tt

Ford is a cross between Lil 
coln and Richland. First cross 
was made in 1941 at the lowa 
Experiment Station 

Then, this hybrid was crossed 
back to Lincoln at the Illinois 
Experiment Station. Ford was 
selected from this backcross 

Clark and Chippewa came 
from this cross too. All of 
them are three-fourths Lin- 
coin. 


Maturity date is the big dif- 
ference. Ford matures a week 
earlier than Clark and more 
than 2 weeks later than Chip- 
pewa. 

Chippewa is recommended for 
northern lowa where the grow- 
ing season is shorter. 

Ford seed is being distributed 
to seed growers in Iowa, Nebras- 
ka, and South Dakota for 1959 
The seed won't be generally 
available until 1960. 

“Seed will be distributed thru 
county committees,” explains 
Weber. “This method is used to 
be certain that large quantities 
of reasonably priced, high-qual- 
ity seed is made available to 
folks in the shortest possible 
time.” 
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Too little pay for land

Filling for these cookies is made by 
cooking together 2 cups of raisins or dried 
apricots, one cup of sugar, and “4 cup 
water. Thicken slightly and cool. Place 
about one tablespoon of the filling in the 
center of each cookie. Cover with another, 
crimp, and bake in a moderate oven until 
done. 

Date bread is another favorite recipe 
that Mrs. Kopel prepares only for holi- 
days. Like the cookies, this bread keeps 
well in the freezer.

Meat type hogs 


bring more profit 


Send long, lean pigs to market; 
Get top gains, feed efficiency 


EAT TYPE hog numbers 
are growing in lowa. These 
lean, well-muscled pigs cost 
less to produce and bring a 
better price at market tim 

Production of meat type 
hogs is vitally important to the 
swine industry now. The con- 
sumers are demanding meat 
type pork and the market for 
lard isn’t strong. 

“It isn’t unusual to find two 
or three times more fat in the 
cuts of a lardy hog than in a 
meat type animal,” says E. A. 
Kline, Iowa State College meat 
specialist. 

“These fat cuts are the ones 
that bring consumer resistance 
to pork.” 


For the grower, having 
meat type pigs may mean 
the difference between a 
profit and loss in the next 
few years.

“We're told to expect lower 
prices in the next 2 or 3 years,” 
says Dr. L. N. Hazel, swine spe- 
cialist at Iowa State College. 
“Any profits made during a 
period of low hog prices will 
probably go to the producers 
of meat type hogs 

“When prices are low, the 
premiums offered for meat type 
pigs will often make the differ- 
ence between a profit and 
loss.” 

Hog growers can expect 
premiums ranging from 50 
cents to $1 now. And when 
prices drop to 12 or 14 cents, 
this becomes pretty important. 

But being concerned only 
with prices and premiums isn’t 
enough. You must also con- 
sider the costs of raising hogs 
to market weight. 

“We grow crossbreds and 
have been working for meat type

animals,” says Gary Crossett, 
Washington county, Iowa. “It 
looks like we're getting faster 
gains on less feed with these 
lean pigs.” 


Generally, a meat type 
pig will gain faster than a 
lardy pig. You can figure 
on sending the meaty ani- 
mals to market in about 5 
to 5'2 months at a weight 
of 200 or 220 pounds. 


Some lard type pigs may have 
a more rapid growth—but you'll 
lose this advantage with lower 
feed efficiency. You won’t end 
up with a high enough percent- 
age of lean cuts, either. 

Of course, getting the fastest 
gains possible isn’t always the 
most profitable. This depends 
on the price of feed and the 
markets. A least-cost ration may 
return the greatest profit some 
years. 

Top feed conversion comes 
from the long, lean pigs. This is 
especially true in the summer 
since it’s easier to keep them 
cool. During winter, the heavy 
fat layer on lardy pigs will 
serve as an insulation and cut 
feed requirements some. 


Amount of feed seems to 
be directly related to the 
percentage of lean cuts. 
With each one percent in- 
crease in lean cuts, you 
need about 4 pounds less 
feed. 


A good meat type animal will 
have about 51 percent lean cuts, 
So a fat animal with only 47 
percent lean cuts, will require 
about 16 pounds more feed. 

“Normal feed requirements 
for a meat type animal are 
about 320 pounds of feed for

H . “A fat type hog will re- 
quire about 330 pounds of feed 
to gain 100 pounds.” 

Wisconsin tests back up this 
information. They report that 
pigs with a carcass length of 
30 inches or more have top feed 
efficiency and more lean cuts. 

Research indicates that sound, 
meat type animals make better 
mothers, too. Long, lean bodies 
aid the animals in carrying and 
producing large litters. 

Marvin Keller, Iowa 
county, Iowa, has a_ top- 
notch program underway.

A NEW METHOD of inoculating 
legume seeds promises to re- 
lieve farmers of this messy job. 
A process has been developed 
that makes it possible to pre- 
inoculate seeds before they go 
to the farm 

The new process forces living 
bacteria into the seed. Here they 
are protected by the seed coat, 
and remain alive for 6 months 
or more. 

The pre-inoculating process 
was developed by Northrup, 
King and Co., Minneapolis, 
Minn., in conjunction with Ba- 
telle Memorial Institute of Co- 
lumbus, Ohio. 


The term “Noculized” 
will be used to identify the 
pre-inoculated seed. Nocu- 
lized alfalfa seed will be 
available for planting next 
spring in this area. 

The pre-inoculating is done in 
four steps. First, seed is pol- 
ished or buffed to make the seed 
coat more permeable. (This 
operation also reduces the num- 
ber of hard seeds). 

Next, the seeds are coated 
with superior strains of nodule 
bacteria, using a liquid suspen- 
sion of the tiny organisms. 
Strains of bacteria are selected 
for their ability to effectively 
nodulate alfalfa plants 

Third, the bacteria-coated 
seeds are put into a vacuum 
chamber. The air is drawn from 
the chamber—both from be- 
tween the seeds and from inside 
each seed. 

Then the vacuum is released. 
Bacteria are sucked into each 
seed as air rushes back into 
the seeds. The wet seeds are 
then carefully dried. 

The method for pre-inoculat- 
ing legume seeds comes as a 
result of 9 years of painstaking 
research. On-the-farm 
many of them in Iowa, were 
made with 140,000 pounds of 
Noculized alfalfa seed this year. 

Work is underway to extend 
the Noculizing process to other 
legume seeds. But only Nocu- 
lized alfalfa seed in five brands 
and varieties—919, 10-19, Terra 
Verde, Ranger, and Vernal—will 
be offered by Northrup, King 
in 1959. 

Experiment stations rec- 
ommend that all legume 
seeds be inoculated before 
planting. The on-the-farm 
inoculating job takes time 
during the busy season, is 
a disagreeable chore, and 
a difficult one to do prop- 
perly.

But Noculized seed promises to 
be more than a convenience. It 
may mean higher alfalfa yields, 
too. The thoro pre-inoculating 
job, with effective strains of 
bacteria, will assure good nodu- 
lation if soil conditions permit. 

Under favorable soil condi- 
tions, well-nodulated alfalfa will 
pull as much as 120 pounds of 
nitrogen from the air per acre 
per year. Some is used by the 
plants, but much of it is left 
in the soil for succeeding crops 


New product for on- 
farm inoculation 


A NEW AID for on-the-farm in- 
oculating is especially helpful 
on large seeds like soybeans and 
peas. It allows you to treat these 
seeds several days before plant- 
ing. 

Called Nitra-Coat, the new 
product is made by the Nitragin 
Company. Nitra-Coat is a formu- 
lation of water-soluble gums, 
bacteria food, and calcium com- 
pounds. 

The gums bind the inoculant 
tightly to the seed, and help 
protect the bacteria. Regular 
inoculants are used. The two 
materials are mixed with water, 
then mixed with the seed—pre- 
ferably in a cement mixer. 

Smaller quantities of inocu- 
lant may be used on the small, 
hard-to-inoculate legume seeds 
when Nitra-Coat is used in the 
slurry. But the manufacturer

(he average dairy cow drinks 12 to

ducer may need as much as 40 gallons 


15 gallons of water each day 

Dairy cows like their water often, too 
They will average about 10 drinks per 
day if they have free access to water 

Fattening beef calves drink 62 to 
8 vallons daily. Older steers and brood 
cows will consume 10 gallons 

Ewes on dry feed in winter drink about 
one gallon per head daily before lamb- 
ing, and up to 2 gallons when nursing a 
lamb 

Pregnant gilts and sows drink about 
After farrowing, 
these sows need about 5 gallons of water 


one gallon per day. 


per day to meet needs of milk production 
and body maintenance 


‘Don’t neglect water for little pigs 
either,” says Bob Buelow of lowa county 
lowa. “After 20 years in the hog busi- 


ness, you get to know baby pigs pretty 
well. They'll start drinking water from 
a pan on their second day. I think this 
water is as important as early feeding.” 

Now, how do animals use water? It 
is necessary for proper digestion and ab- 
sorption of other feed nutrients. It aids 
the removal of body waste. And it helps 
regulate body temperature. 


t- 


Water makes up 50 to 60 percent of 
the body weight of mature livestock. 
About 75 percent of new tissue in growing 
animals is water. Eggs are 75 percent 
water. Milk is approximately 87 percent 
water 


What water temperature is best? 
It doesn’t pay to heat it above 45 de- 
grees. A few extra degrees can easily 
double water-warming costs. 


Hogs don’t respond to warm water as 
much as other animals. Tests show no 
difference in rate of gain or feed effi- 
ciency with water at 45 degrees and 55 
degrees. 

But keeping water from freezing really 
pays. Pigs supplied water continuously 
at 45 degrees gained 10 pounds more in 
6 weeks than pigs hand watered twice 
daily. This test was made in weather cold 
enough to freeze water most of the time. 

A Bremer county, Iowa, dairyman ad- 
justs the thermostat on his LP-gas fired 
waterer to 45 degrees. His cattle are 
quartered in a loose-housing, pole-type 
barn. 

“Milking cows need plenty of water 
even in below zero weather. I want mine 
to have ice-free water available at all 
times,” he explains. 

lowa State College dairyman Leonard 
Trunnell reports, “Dairy cows need 4 to 
5 pounds of water for each pound of 
milk produced. Fresh, clean water at 
about 45 degrees goes along with top 
production.” 

vohn Safly, long-time Story county, 
lowa, farmer, says, “I like to take the chill 
off the water. Ice water isn’t good for 
cattle, particularly when they’re on full 
feed.” 

He fires his stock tank heater with coal, 


and at little fuel cost. Three-quarters of 
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a ton of coal cost $14 last fall—there’s 
still some left, he says. 

“Maybe I’m old fashioned. This may 
be more work. but it does a good job for 
me,”’ says Safly. 

Ken Hadenfeldt, Buena Vista county, 
Iowa, cattle and hog producer, uses elec- 
tric automatic waterers. 

“We run three automatic waterers dur- 
ing the winter—costs are about $10 per 
month. Location sure helps to hold down 
the cost. The waterers are sheltered from 
wind and on the south side of buildings.” 

Insulation of the waterer, size, type of 
construction, amount of water used, tem- 
perature to which the water is warmed, 
and weather conditions also affect the 
cost 

To keep operating costs at a mini- 
mum, set the thermostat so water 
temperature remains at about 45 de- 
grees—no higher. 


Thermostat adjustment is the key to 
correct temperature control. But insula- 
tion and covers on waterers help conserve 
heat. And they can give a sizable reduc- 
tion in cost of operation. 

Combination cattle and hog waterers 
are popular with many livestock men. 
Located in the fence line, one waterer 
can serve two lots and reduce total heat- 
ing costs. 

Such a waterer may use from 700 to 
1,000 kilowatt hours during the winter 

$14 to $20 worth of electricity at 2 cents 
per kilowatt hour. This unit will water 
up to 150 cattle and 250 hogs. 

Regardless of how you handle your 
winter livestock watering needs, the im- 
portance of providing a continuous sup- 
ply of ice-free water cannot be over em- 
phasized.

Most farm fires need not 
happen. Here’s an example 
in this farm safety story by 
Norval Wardle, lowa State 
College farm safety special- 
ist. 

‘ETTING colder, Dale. Have 

" you put on your winter 
underwear?” Fred Dilger asked 
his neighbor as they walked to- 
ward the front door. 

“Way ahead of you. When 
those first cool days show up in 
September, I get ready for 
winter.”” Dale Johnson and his 
wife had been visiting the Dil- 
gers. 

“That’s the way I am,” agreed 
Fred. “I don’t mind cold weath- 
er, but I want to be dressed for 
it. 

“I don’t believe Nancy is com- 


ing. Peg must be telling her 
some secrets.” 

“Say, what’s that? Sparks 
falling over there in the yard 
Hey, Fred! Look!” 

Fred took one look toward 
the outer buildings, then 
called into the house. “Fire! 
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Fire! Peg, call the fire de- 

partment.” 

Then he ran out into the yard 
toward the shower of sparks, 
followed closely by Dale. They 
turned back toward the house 
from whence the sparks were 
coming 

The next few minutes were | 
the usual hectic moments of a 
fire. All was confusion—much 
runnin racing feet, and little 
done 

No, the house didn’t burn 
down. 


The sparks were from the 


chimney. The soot and as- 

phalt in the chimney had 

started to burn. 

Soot and asphalt in chimneys 
and heating systems are a re- 
sult of incomplete combustion 

Learn how to operate the 
heating system efficiently If 
soot and asphalt tend to ac 
cumulate, burn it out periodical 
ly. Commercial catalysts are 
available for this. Check with 
your heating contractor

“Branded” grain protects 
against theft 
To the Editor: You often 

hear about grain being 
stolen from storage bins.

—could a system be worked 
out for identifying a farm- 
er’s grain?—W. D., Wood- 
bury County, Iowa. 


Stored grain has been identi 
fied by branding it with small 
pieces of numbered confetti 
The confetti is mixed with the 
grain 

This system of grain identi 
fication is going into effect in 
North Dakota this fall. A simi 
lar plan is operating success 
fully in Montana 

The confetti carries three 
numbers. The first designates 
the state, the second the county 
and the third the individual 
grower. 

The confetti can be removed 
by cleaning the grain 


Quick cleaning helps 
flavor of wild game 
To the Editor: This time 
of year we often have wild 
game to eat. But sometimes 
the meat is too strong-tast- 
ing. Is this because of the 
food the animals eat?—T. 
N., Pocahontas County, 
lowa. 


Strong or gamy flavor in meat 
from wild game is often caused 
by the way animals are han- 
dled 

The off-flavor usually results 
when an animal has been car 
ried around all day with the 
entrails still inside it. An ani 
mal should be cleaned, bled, and 
cooled as soon as it’s killed 


Fish in ponds need 
sunlight in winter 
ro the Editor: Ive heard 
that fish may die in ponds 
that are covered with ice 
and snow. My pond has 
been stocked, and I don't 
want to lose the fish. What 
can I do to protect them? 
—L. D., Union County, 
lowa. 


A heavy blanket of snow 
over a pond’s ice cover can 
cause fish to die rhe snow 
shuts out sunlight needed by 
oxygen-producing plants in the 
pond 

Without this oxygen, fish will 
sulfocat« So if the snow sticks 
around for 2 weeks or more, it’s 
best to scrape or flood it off 
Clean at least half the pond 
suriace 

\n easy way to keep a pond 
snow free is to make it a 
neighborhood ice-skating spot 
Kids will help scrape snow so 
they can skate.

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CATTLE FEEDING REPORT of Oct. 1 indicates that the 
supply of finished cattle coming to market early in 1959 
will be large enough to prevent a sharp winter price rise 
Neither does a price drop seem likely. So you may want to 
keep pushing the corn to your cattle as long as they pay 
for their gains. This takes some close figuring. Cost of 
gains mount fast as cattle reach top grade. Animals now 
finished for their grade aren't likely to find a much higher 
market in the next couple months. So don’t let them get 
too heavy. Cattle weighing over 1,200 pounds are running 
into trouble on the market 


* * * 


MILK PRODUCTION in United States dropped again in 
September. That made the fifth consecutive month in which 
production was less than the corresponding month last year 
For the first 9 months of this year, production is about a 
half percent below last year. A drop in milk cow numbers 
brought the lower production. On Oct. 1, production per 
cow averaged 18.91 pounds of milk, 6 percent above the same 
day last year 


INCREASED POPULATION coupled with this drop 
in production slowed the manufacturing of dairy prod- 
ucts. USDA’s September purchases for supporting the 
price of dairy products were well below last year’s vol- 
ume. 


* * * 


LOAN RATES are a major factor in price of both corn 
and soybeans. Especially since the loan was announced for 
non-compliance corn again. Look for a small rise in price of 
corn from the harvest low. By next summer, perhaps before, 
pressure on CCC for storage will likely bring some ‘“‘dump- 
ing’ of older government corn whenever it can be done with- 
out breaking the market. This puts a lid on summer corn 
prices

LOOKS LIKE ANOTHER round of inflation is ahead 
in prices farmers pay, that is. In such times, cost of labor 
often rises faster than most other things. So keep an eye 
on new machinery, especially mechanical choring equip- 
ment, that will let you get by with less hired labor—or spread 
your own labor over more livestock or land. 


THIS IS probably a good time to move in that direction 
Even if you have to borrow money to do it. Interest rates 
will be going higher. So will prices on the equipment itself 
First, be sure that you can handle the extra investment 
easily. And that you can make it pay even at lower prices 
for livestock and grain. It may be that you will want to delay 
paying off the mortgage on your farm in order to keep more
